In April, 1903, Rev. F. G. Rick¬ 
ard was sent to open up work at 
Frank and Blairmore. Arriving im¬ 
mediately after the disastrous slide 
at Frank, the confusion resulting 
and departure of many inhabitants 
made it appear inexpedient to re¬ 
main. 

The town of Coleman was found¬ 
ed by the International Coal and 
Coke Co. in the autumn of 1903. 

The Rev. R. A. Robinson was ap¬ 
pointed incumbent of the mission 
January 1, 1904, making Coleman 
headquarters, and the first services 
were held January 10, 1904. The 
incumbent appointed Dr. J. West- 
wood, Coleman, interim treasurer 
for the whole mission, pending or¬ 
ganization. 

St. Alban’s church was built and 
opened for services in 1905. 

Mr. Robinson’s incumbency ter¬ 
minated Oct. 14, 1906. The Rev. E. 
H. Webb, from Ponoka, began his 
ministry Feb. 3, 1907, at Coleman, 
Blairmore and Frank. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by the Rev. W. MacMorine, 
who resigned after a few months. 
The Rev. A. B. Crowther, from 
Michel, came for occasional services 
and rendered what ministrations it 
was possible for him to do with 
such a large parish as he was 
working. 

Leslie Fordham, lay-reader, was 
appointed to take charge of the 
mission Aug. 6, 1911. Things were 
in a very bad state on account of 
a strike existing. The Rev. D. G. 
Schorfield visited the mission and 
stayed during the month of Sep¬ 
tember. On Oct. 15, the Bishop vis¬ 
ited the mission and expressed him¬ 
self as pleased at the state of 
Church affairs. 

The Rev. J. Watkins Jones began 
his ministrations April 21, 1912, re¬ 
maining until Aug. 30, 1914. Dur¬ 
ing this period services were held 
in Coleman, Blairmore, Hillcrest 
and Bellevue. The Parish of St. 
Francis, Hillcrest, was formed and 
a new church built. For a short 
period, July and August, 1918, he 
had the assistance of Rev. A. C. 
Tait, who held services at Blair¬ 
more. A parish hall was built at 
Coleman during the incumbency of 
Mr. Watkins Jones. Disaster oc¬ 
curred at the Hillcrest mine during 
June, 1914. An explosion happened 
on Friday, June 19, and 189 lost 


their lives, only forty escaping. 
Twenty-nine burials are recorded 
in the parish register owing to this 
tragedy. Amongst those killed was 
Sam Charlton, a very faithful lay- 
reader at Hillcrest. 

The Rev. Watkins Jones left to 
become Rector of Macleod and was 
succeeded by the Rev. R. J. Shires, 
of Lundbreck, now the Rector of 
St. Jude’s church, Toronto. Mr. 
Shires began work Sept. 6, 1914, 
and left June 1, 1915, to take up 
chaplain duties with the Oanadian 
army. 

The Rev. H. Clay arrived on June 
1, having recently come from Eng¬ 
land. His work lasted over a period 
of nearly five years. During this 
period, th e great war took most of 
the available able-bodied men and 
made the work especially difficult, t 
The church and hall were painted. 
Oak seats were installed in St. Al¬ 
ban’s and were the result of faith¬ 
ful labor by Mrs. F. G. Graham 
and the members of the women’s 
guild. Mr. Clay held his last service 
in St. Alban’s on Saturday, April 
17, 19'JPv when hftjfitt. fftr Eng¬ 
land. He is still remembered and 
many kind references are often 
made by parishioners to this good, 
conscientious priest. 

On Aug. 15, 1926, the Rev. A. D. 
Currie came to the parish and min¬ 
istered faithfully to the needs of 
Coleman and Blairmore until ill 
health compelled him to resign and 
move to a lower altitude in June 
of 1930. 

The Rev. A. S. Partington came 
to the parish in July, 1930, and 
remained until April 30, 1938. Dur¬ 
ing his time as rector, St. Alban’s 
hall was completely renovated and 
the rectory improved. A stone wall 
was built around the grounds, a 
garden planted and stone walks 
laid. Mr. Partington labored most 
conscientiously and left for Christ 
Church, Creston, April 30, 1938. 

The Rev. J. R. Hague came to 
the parish May 27, 1938, and labor¬ 
ed faithfully up to May 14, 1944, 
when he became Rector of Innis¬ 
fail. Mr. Hague had extensive re¬ 
pairs made to the rectory at Cole¬ 
man. 

The present rector, W. E. Brown, 
was inducted by the bishop on May 
16, 1944, and is privileged to ar¬ 
range and take part in the fortieth 
anniversary of St. Alban’s church.

Was Paid To David Livingstone By 
Scottish University Students 
David Livingstone, missionary to 
Africa, was to receive an honorary 
degree from a Scottish university, 
where it is the custoni to make sport 
of such candidates, the students sit¬ 
ting in the balcony and calling out 
raucous remarks.

His appearance was 
anything but prepossessing, weary 
and worn. As his name was called 
the students varied their procedure, 
rising to stand in absolute silence, 
their tribute to one whom they recog¬ 
nized as great.

Little Business Matters Came 

Before Council in Brief Session. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. Pres¬ 
ent Mayor Aboussafy, Councillor^ 
Dutil, Jenkins, Lowe, Ramsay and 
Wilson. 

Angelo Oliva was present to ask 
council to survey his lot and grant 
permission to build a coal chute 
alongside his premises. Works & 
Property committee was authorized 
to inspect the coal chute. Council 
will secure a surveyor to survey the 
lot provided Mr. Oliva is prepared 
to stand the cost of the survey. 

The committee that met Mr. J. 
J. McIntyre re dust nuisance, along 
with a citizens’ committee and 
union committee, reported on the 
meeting. It stated it had been 
shown the company was doing its 
utmost to secure machinery to elim¬ 
inate a high percentage of the dust 
nuisance. One of the major points 
in securing the machinery was that 
companies refused to guarantee 
that their particular equipment 
would be successful in eliminating 
a high percentage of the dust. 

A letter was received from W. 
W. Cross, minister of health, and 
it was agreed that it be published 
in The Journal along with council 
notes.

If we get a 
definite answer that the said com¬ 
panies can furnish satisfactory 
equipment we shall immediately 
notify the Mine Manager that the 
equipment must be installed.

A meeting was held on Tuesday 
jpg ht at the Community hall, Cole- 
ftnan, in the interests of the elec¬ 
tion of E. G. Hansell, MP. Mr. Fred 
Antrobus acted as chairman. 

In answering Mr. King’s state¬ 
ment that the election could not be 
fought on any single issue, Mr. 
Hansell stated that in his opinion 
the election was being fought on 
one of the greatest issues that has 
ever faced the Canadian people, 
which was the choice between a 
philosophy which eventually led to 
a state dictatorship or that which 
led to an effective democracy in a 
nation of free men. The one, he 
said, was characterized by a system 
of social debt while the other was 
characterized by a system of social 
credit. 

Mr. Hansell likened the social 
debt system to a cage in which 
all Canadians are confined and that 
all other parties in the election 
were attempting to distribute the 
goods and services within the bars 
of the cage, while the system of 
social credit is devised to break the 
bars of the cage in order that all 
might be free to enjoy the vast 
wealth which Canada’s natural re¬ 
sources and human skill are able 
to provide. 

Mr. Hansell went on to prove 
that under the present social debt 
system our national production al¬ 
ways exceeded our national income 
and that to have a balanced econ¬ 
omy there must be free issue of 
money to equate consumption with 
production and that this free issue 
of money would be paid out by in¬ 
creased old age pensions, health 
services, and to augment wages, 
making it possible to have full em¬ 
ployment with reduced hours of la¬ 
bor. “A redistribution of our na¬ 
tional income by taking from some 
and giving to others will not in¬ 
crease the total national income so 
that the Canadian people may ab¬ 
sorb their productive wealth,” said 
Mr. Hansell. 

“This is one fact that all other 
parties fail to recognize.” Mr. Han¬ 
sell illustrated his point by show¬ 
ing that contributary schemes such 
as unemployment insurance meant 
that the worker paid “the whole 
shot” by the increase in the price 
of consumable goods on the part 
of industry and increased taxation 
by the government. 

The speaker claimed that Mr. 
King’s attack on the Social Credit 
MP’s for protecting the sovereign 
rights of the Canadian people was 
vicious. “What Mr. King wants to 
do,” said Mr. Hansell, “is to sell 
Canada to the rest of the world, 
while Social Crediters, also realiz¬ 
ing the necessity of world trade, 
wanted to give Canada to the Can¬ 
adian people.” 

One question Mr. Hansell claim¬ 
ed his opponents could not answer 
was how they could keep up the 
vast expenditures for the post-war 
period and at the same time reduce 
taxation. Social Crediters, he 
claimed, were the only ones who 
had the answer. 

Mr. E. 0. Duke, MLA, also spoke, 
answering some of the attacks that 
had been made on the Social Credit 
Government of Alberta. He showed 
the development undertaken by the 
Alberta government in the Ft. Me- 
Murray tar-sands and stated that 
the government would never sell 
out to the big interests. In closing 
the meeting he urged all to exer¬ 
cise their democratic rights in vot¬ 
ing on Monday.

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Poll Of Youth Opinion Favors One 
Year Compulsory Service 

TORONTO.—Young people are In 
favor of continuing compulsory mili¬ 
tary training after the war. In a 
poll of youth opinion (ages 15-24) 
made for the Canadian Youth 1 Com¬ 
mission, the following question was' 
asked civilian youth in,Canada: 

"After the war is over, do you 
think every able-bodied ycung man 
should be required to serve cne year 
In the army, navy, or air force?” 

Forty-six per cent, favor this pro¬ 
posal; 40 per cent, oppose it—with 
the remainder undecided. Regional 
differences are negligible, the vote 
in Quebec being 45 per cent, in favor 
and 42 per cent, opposed. 

Young men—those who would be 
directly affected, favor the proposal 
more than do young women. So do 
these under 20 who are still at 
school. Those with some college 
training evince the least enthusiasm 
for the proposal, perhaps because 
they see it as delaying their pro¬ 
fessional training or practice. 

A poll taken for the same age 
group in the armed services, both at 
home and overseas, shows 58 per 
cent, in favor of continuing compul- 
1 sory service.

Walter Bobbitt 
Passed Away In 
Calgary, Saturday 

Came to Coleman in 1910; Had 

Operated Grocery Store for Past 

23 Years; Funeral Held on 

Wednesday Afternoon. 

Walter Bobbitt is dead. Walter, 
liked by all who knew him, had 
been ill for some considerable time 
and four weeks ago he was admit¬ 
ted to a Calgary hospital for treat¬ 
ment. His condition gradually grew 
worse and arrangements had been 
made with the Veterans’ Welfare 
Dept, to have him moved to the 
Belcher hospital, but he passed 
away Saturday morning at 7.30 be¬ 
fore the transfer took place. 

He was born in Lithuania sixty- 
six years ago. He came from 
Europe when quite young and set¬ 
tled in Pennsylvania, where he ul¬ 
timately found work in the coal 
mines. 

In 1910 he came to Coleman, and 
from that time on has resided here. 
His first job was with the Coleman 
Wholesale Liquor Store, now occu¬ 
pied by the Friendly Store. Follow¬ 
ing this he obtained work with the 
International Coal & Coke Co. as 
a miner. About 1920 he opened the 
Bobbitt’s Grocery Store in West 
Coleman and has operated the busi- 
»ess till time of his death. 

While not active on community 
committees, Walter had always 
taken a keen interest in the wel¬ 
fare of the town and was always 
willing to give support to all worth 
while activities. 

He was a member of Coleman 
Elks, Coleman Branch of the Can¬ 
adian Legion and an old member 
of the Eagles’ lodge. 

In February, 1916, he enlisted 
with the 192nd Battalion. He went 
overseas and was sergeant of a 
Russian platoon in France. He re¬ 
ceived his honorable discharge in 
1919. 

The funeral was held on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon at 5 o’clock from 
the'f|.mily residence in west Cole- 
mna. Services were held in Holy 
Ghost church, Rev. L. Sullivan con¬ 
ducting. 

The funeral arrangements were 
in charge of the Coleman Branch 
of the Canadian Legion. In attend¬ 
ance were Legion members, Cole¬ 
man Elks and Pass merchants, as 
well as many friends and acquaint¬ 
ances. 

Pallbearers included three Legion 
members, Fred Antrobus, Harold 
Pinkney and William Antle, and 
three Elks, J. A. McDonald, Robert 
Bell and Mike Hutchlak. Interment 
was made in Coleman Catholic 
cemetery. 

At the graveside services were 
conducted by Rev. Leo Sullivan, 
Richard Tiffin on behalf of Coleman 
Elks, and Comrade Archie McCul¬ 
loch on behalf of the Canadian Le¬ 
gion. The firing party fired three 
shots over the body as Bugler J. 
Lowe played “The Last Post.” Pipe 
Major Moore played “Flowers of 
the Forest.” 

Surviving are his wife, Joseph¬ 
ine, of Penticton; two daughters, 
Lilian, of Penticton, and Sylvia, of 
Vancouver, and a son, Walter, of 
Penticton. Mrs. Bobbitt was pres¬ 
ent, having travelled from Pentic¬ 
ton upon being informed of her 
husband’s death.
